In this article the author has mentioned about the 
agitation by Dalits and their supporters in Maharashtra 
to get Marathwada University renamed after Dr. Ambedkar in 
accordance with Maharashtra legislature resolution which 
called for the University to be so renamed. He has also 
highlighted that this small agitation took a dramatic turn 
with the staging of a long march ‘throughout the country by 
the Dalits to struggle for educational provisions and 
opportunities, the prime agents of social mobility. It has 
also been mentioned that the reservations for intermediate 
or prosperous are not a means of promoting equal opportu- 
nity for the oppressed but a means of perpetuating the root 
causes of inequality of opportunity. A mention has been 
made by the author about a monograph entitled 'Equalisation 
of educational opportunities for scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribes’ by Mr. K.C. Nautiyal and Mr. Y.D. Sharma 
published by the NCERT in September 1979. He has quoted 
various findings of this study pertaining to Liiteracy 
and position of enrolment of children of the scheduled castes 
and scheduled tribes in this article. The concluding lines 
of the article reveal that the agitation started by the 
Dalits may now be called Marathwada agitation which is 


much more than a struggle to rename a University.

The study is an action research project aimed at 
identifying the learning hurdles hampering the scholastic 
progress of sOcio-economically deprived students belonging 
to the scheduled castes and at designing specific remedial 
measures to overcome the identified hurdles, ASpects 
where these students showed underpreparedness have been 
identified and classified under the categories: cognitive 
and affective aspects. These aspects include computation 
ability, comprehension and scholastic aptitude. The study 
has been conducted among the scheduled caste students 
studying in standard VIII of the secondary schools run by 
the Bombay Municipal Corporation during the year 1980, 
1981 and 1983 respectively. ‘The findings of the study 
are: 1) the students had poor reading comorehension and 
lacked exposure to reading material; ii) the scheduled 
caste students did not have adequate opportunities to 
obtain answers to their questions so there was no outlet 
for their curiosity. In view of these findings, mention 
has been made of some remedial measures that were taken in 
the schools. These included language development programme 
question answer programmes content enrichment programme ? 
laboratory programmes; affective development programme and 
evaluation of the scholastic achievement of the scheduled 


easte children,

4. Babu Reddy, M.A. And Sudha, B.G. Adjustment of Scheduled and 
Non-Scheduled Caste Students. The Indian Journal of 
Social Work, 41(1), 1980,April,pp.51-58. 

The study @eals with the patterns of adjustment among 
scheduled and non-scheduled caste students studying in 
residential schools, The target group includes boys and 
girls studying in X standard. The authors have used the 
Kannada version of an adopted ferm of Bell’s adjustment 
inventory to measure the level of adjustment of the students 
with respect to adjustmént in the areas of Home, Health, 
Emotional and Social in addition to total adjustment. 

The findings of the study reveal that all the students 
were having unsatisfactory adjustment in the areas of home, 
health,social and emotional adjustment as also in total 
adjustment, Residential students had more adjustment 
problems than non-residential ones, although the scheduled 


easte students did have more problems of social and 
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emotional adjustment then the other students. Likewise 
the scheduled caste residential students are having ‘more 
adjustment problems than the non-residential ones. The 
authors have expressed a need to guide, help and improve 
condition of students in order to make them develop better 


and healthy personality. 


&, Bag, Dulal Chandra, Impact of education on some backward 
. Communities of West Bengal: Study based on west Dinajpur, 
Calcutta, OPS Publishers, 1984, p,304. 

The study has been conducted to see the impact of 
education on the backward communities of West Dinajpur 
district of West Bengal, The author has sampled out in 
all nine communities namely Rajbanshi, Santal, Oraon, Munda 
Bhuimali, Lohar, Turi, Musahar and Mallick(Debboushi) . 
Whereas the three Communities i.e, Santal, Oraon and Munda 
are tribal communities the rest six communities have by and 
large scheduled caste status, The indicators cha'sen by 
the author for knowing the impact of educ&tion are (1) 
Motives for education, (2) Attitude to female education, 
(3) Grounds for female education, (4) Social and Economic 
Status of the educated family, (5) Reasons considered 
responsible by the respondent for the Success of the 
educated family, (6) Assessment of the difference between 
educated and illiterate persons, (7) Adherence to caste 
regulations, (8) Attitude to rites and rituals, (9) Dress 


habits, (10) Loan relations, (11) Jse of leisure, 


(12) Participation in folk lore, (13) Participation in 
sports and games, (14) Initiation in Cinema and Theatre, 
(15) Access to information media, (16) Spread of knowledge 
in some social,economic and political concepts, (17) Role 
in elections and (18) The political pull. The study has 
shown that the educated members of the scheduled caste 
communities mentioned are more prone to changes occurring 
in the above parameters and also they show greater 


acceptance to new ideas of social change than the illiterate 


membe rs. 


» Bhatnagar, G.S. Education and Social Change, Calcutta,- 
Minerva Associates, 1972, 

The study aims at finding out the impact of education 
on the social structure of some Northern Indian villages, 
The study has been conducted in three villages in Ambala 
District of the Punjab State having schools in each of them. 
The population in these villages namely Chunikalan, Desu- 
majra and Sirkapara besides other caste groups has also a 
segment of the scheduled castes in it. These scheduled 
eastes are Chamar, Chhimba and Chuhra. The study has shown 
that a greater number of persons belonging to higher status 
castes like Bania, Brahmin, Khatri etc. are educated as 
compared to lower status castes like Chamar, Chuhra etc. 
Accordingly, the attitude towards a few selected institutions 
like joint family, religion and marriage and education also 
varies according to their levels of education. The study 


proves that a larger number of better educated pdersons 


irrespective of their low or high caste categories have 
higher attitude scores on joint family, religion, marriage 
and education. This shows that the scheduled caste people 
of the area studied having lower levels of education than 
the higher caste groups have lower attitude score on the 
four institutions studied. The process of social change cal 
be enhanced by educating these lower castes or the schedulex 


castes, 


7e Chandrasekhariah, K. Educational problems of scheduled castes: 
a report submitted to ERIC, NCERT, New Delhi, NCERT, 
1969, pp; 2686 

The study brings to light various educational problem: 

of the scheduled castes in Mysore, The area studied is 
Dharwar town and three selected villages around Dharwar, 
The main objective is to know the performance of Scheduled 
Caste children both in urban and rural areas and to know 
the relationship of their performance with factors like 
school environment family background, parental attitude and 
the community structure, The study is confined only to 
elementary and secondary school stage. According to the 
study the major problem in the educational development of 
the Scheduled castes is that the exercise of free and volun- 
tary choice is thwarted by the unenviable position they 
occupy in the Indian society. The practice of untoucha- 
bility is discouraged but precept and practice are different 


The study has also highlighted the role of family, parents 


and the school teachers in encouraging scheduled caste 
children to attend school right from the pre primary to 


high school stage,

The report contains the findings of a study conducted 

by the Indian Council of Social Science Research. The study 
is a part of a scheme of the Council for studying the 
situation and the problems of the scheduled castes and sche- 
duled tribes as backward and disadvantaged sectors of 
Indian society. The focus of the study has been to identify 
the problems of the scheduled caste and scheduled tribe 
students in the country. The four groups of students 
covered under the study are (1) schediled caste school 
students, (2) schediled caste college students, (3) 
scheduled tribe school students and (4) scheduled tribe 
college students. The fifteen states in which the study 
has been conducted are Andhra Pradesh, Assam, Bihar, 
Gujarat, Haryana, Karnataka, Kerala, Madhya Pradesh, 
Maharashtra, Orissa, Punjab, Rajasthan, famil Nadu, Uttar 
Pradesh (East) and Uttar Pradesh (west). The samples 
have been drawn from all these states for school students 
but in the case of college students the state of Andhra 
Pradesh has not been covered, Quoting Census of India, 


1971 the report says that these fifteen states account for 


86 percent of the total scheduled caste population of the 
country. The report "aims at indicating the situation of 
the scheduled caste students pointing out the gains and the 
advances they have made, identifying the shortcomings and 
the inadequacies that continue to prevail in the path of 
their progress and offering" suggestions for both action 
and further research. The author has suggested its use 
primarily for administrative policy makers and others 


concerned with the welfare of the scheduled castes. 


9, Department of Educational Psychology,Counselling and Suidance, 
NCERT. A study of psychological characteristics vizea- 
viz educational and vocational planning of scheduled caste 
and non-scheduled caste high school boys. New Delhi, 
NCERT, 1987, pp,169. (Mimzographed, @RIC, NCERT) 

The objectise of the study was to investigate the 
psychological characteristics viz-a-viz educational and 
vocational planning of scheduled caste high school boys so 
that the guidance workers could get meaningful insight into 
the nature of differences between scheduled caste and non- 
schedule] caste boys and provide more scientific and useful 
guidance to them according to their needs. The study has 
been conducted ttn the state of Haryana. The areas of field 
work include the districts of Faridabad (industrially 
developed), Gurgaon (semi-urban) and Hissar and Karnal 
(agricultural). The data pertains to the scheduled caste 


and non-scheduled caste secondary school boys on the five 


independent variables viz. self concept, occupational 


aspiration, values and intelligence and one dependent 
variable viz. career maturity. The findings of the study 
reveal that (1) there is a significant difference in the 
total intelligence and self concept of the non~-scheduled 
caste and scheduled caste boys. Accordingly the guidance 
workers may have to undertake the responsibility of helping 
scheduled caste high school boys to develop a realistic 

self concept; (2) there are definite significant differences 
on the dimensions of self concept between the rural non- 
scheduled caste and scheduled caste rural migh school boys. 
Further the rural scheduled caste high school boys indicated 
significant difference on aesthetic value as compared to the 
non-scheduled caste high school boys. There seemed to be 
more motivation towards career among the rural scheduled 
caste as compared to the urban scheduled caste boys as revealed 
from the findings. Based on these findings it may be said 
that career guidance programmes are much likely to be received 
readily by the rural as compared to the urban scheduled caste 
boys. The scheduled caste boys were significantly higher 

on temperamental self-concept dimension while on physical and 
educational self-concept they have declined. Scheduled 

easte as well as non-scheduled caste boys have indicated 
significant increase in one years time on intelligence, 


knowledge of self and preparation for an occupation test 


score, 


10, Desai, Hari bhai G, and Uchat D.A. Self-concept of Harijan 
Students and Attitude of other Students towaris them. 
Indian Educational Review, 16 (3), 1981;July, pp+44-50, 

This paper is based on the study conducted by the 
authors among first year students in the colleges of arts, 
science and commerce affiliated to Saurashtra University 
located in the districts of Amreli, Bhavnagar, Jamnagar, 
Rajkot and Surendranagar. The two objectives of the study 
ares (1) to study the self concept of Harijan students 
and (2) to study the perception of Harijan students by 
various college-student groups. The variables of self 
cOncept are Me, Me as a student, teachers, the examination 
system, opportunities for making friends, sOcial activities 
and community acceptance of me. The findings reveal that 
the Harijan students have highest perception for ‘Me’ 
concept and lowest for 'Examination System', They have 
also a higher perception for their teachers than for the 
examination system, The study also reveals that Harijan 
students perceive themselves in the most favourable light. 
They possess significantly higher perception of own group 
than perception by Patel, Rajput, and Brahmin students. 
Patel, Rajput and Brahmin students perceive the Harijan 
students in the least favourable light, The three religiot 
groups (Hindu, Muslim and Jain) possess almost identical 


perception of Harijan students. 
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11, D'Souza, Victor S. Educational Inequalities Among Scheduled 
Castes: A case study in the Punjab. Chandigarh, 
Punjab University, 1980, p.60. 


The study is aimed at analysing the educational 
problems of the Scheduled Castes with the Punjab State as 
the universe of the study. The study is based on the data 
contained in census reports and records of the Department 
of Education, Punjab. The data pertaining to the decade 
1961-71 has been utilised for the study. The study reveals 
that although the special educational facilities for 
Scheduled Castes are meant for bringing them at par with 
the rest of the population yet the achievement for the 
decade 1961-71 is negligibly small. This has been shown 
by the coefficient of equality on education between the 
Scheduled Castes and rest of the population, The study 
has further revealed that besides the gap in the educational 


inequalities between the Scheduled Castes and the non- ) 


af 
Scheduled Castes there also exists a widening gap of educa- 


tional inequalities among the Scheduled Castes themselves 
in the state. 


lg, Forester, Duncan B. Initial Occupational Pattern of Scheduled 
Caste Graduates in India, New Frontiers in Education, 
5(2), 1975)April - June,pp, 49-65, 
The study aims at investigating a few of the conse- 
quences of the policy of encouraging young people from 
the scheduled castes to improve their education by providing 


scholarships, special hostels and a quota of places in 


schools and colleges which are specially reserved. The 
stuay is concerned primarily with the occupational pattern 
of scheduled caste graduates in the first few years after 
graduation. The author has tried to find out as to how 
long does it take a schedule@ caste graduate to find a job? 
How much unemployment do they have in the first few years 
after graduation? The study has been conducted among the 
scheduled caste graduates of the Madras Christian College 
who had completed their studies between 1962 and 1972. The 
study has revealed that arts graduates on the whole take 
longer to get placed than do the science graduates, and 
that those with Bachelor's degree fair a little worse than 
those with a postgraduate degree or a professional qualifi- 
cation. A number of respondents appear to have expressed 
distress at the treatment they have received from life since 
graduation but they, at the same time were not apathetic 

or rebellious against the educational system, Many were 
clearly aware of the discrepency between their training and 
what they were in fact doing. The author concludes by 
saying that "While it is an unchallengeable fact that there 
are more Harijans in the public services, more in the 
professions, and more drawing good salaries than they were 
ten or twenty years ago the vast expansion of scheduled 
easte education has made the problem of educated employment 
among Harijans a particulary acute one, He further says 


that although there is much that is wrong with Indian higher

education it is by no means certain that one of these 

defects is that too many people receive too much education 
and suggests a reduction in the number of the underprivileged 
who receive education upto the degree level" to meet the 


problems, 


Bhagat Ram, Educating Harijans. Gurgaon, 
The Academic Press, 1981, pp, #29, 

The publication is the result of the doctoral thesis 
of the author. The problem of educating the scheduled 
eastes - so called Harijans has been viewed in historical 
perspective. The primary sources of the data used are the 
educational records of the government of India, proceedings 
of the department of Home and Education, reports on the 
progress of education i.e. the quinquinnial reviews and 
reports of the different committees and commissions on 
education appointed by the central and provincial govern- 
ments from time to time. The author has discussed the 
problem of social segregation of the scheduled castes, the 
enrolment and educational achievements during the century 
have also been studied. The author says that the Harijans 
ought to be the first beneficiaries of the developmental 
schemes; although provided with safeguards for educational 
and economic progress, they have miles to go as yet, He 
also visualises a bright vision for tomorrow for them if 
they are helped in improving their educational and socio- 


economic life. 


1A. Gupta, L.P. A Comparative Study of personality Needs and 
Academic Achievement of Scheduled and Non-Scheduled 
Caste Graduate&® Post-Graduate Students, Manpower Journal, 
15(1), 1979, April - June,pp. 31-87, 


This study has been conducted among the scheduled 
caste and backward class graduate and post-graduate stu- 
dents of Meerut Jniversity. The objective of the study 
is to probe into the psycho~-educational world of the sche- 
duled caste and non-scheduled caste students. The findings 
of the study are that the scheduled caste graduate students 
as compared to the non-scheduled caste graduate students 
are more affiliative, morein need of feeling inferior, 
more nurturant and more enduring. They have in their heart, 
perhaps, a greater desire to seek positive relationships 
with others, a desire that others should be sympathetic 
towards them, It has also been revealed that sufficiently 
lower levels of n-autonomy, n-succourance, n-dominance and 
Nn=-aggréssion are found in them in comparison to the non- 
scheduled caste students. The post-graduate scheduled 
caste students have a greater desire to achieve and 
greater desire to make sustained efforts to achieve in 
comparison to the non-scheduled caste students. But like 
graduate scheduled caste students they have also a tendency 
to feel inferior. The needs of autonomy dominance and 
aggréssion are weaker in them as compared to the none 
scheduled caste students of post-graduate level. Regarding 


academic achievements the author has found that both the

graduate and post-graduate scheduled caste students are 
poor achievers as compared to those belonging to non- 
scheduled castes. 

Ministry of Education an@ Culture (Department of 
Education) Progress of Education of Scheduled castes 
and Scheduled Tribes,g 1977-78, New Delhi, The authors 
1981,p.142. 

This report contains statistical data pertaining to 
educational development of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes for the year 1978-78. The author of the report has 
made an analysis of the progress of educational development 
of these communities taking into account enrolment of 
children in various institutions from pre-primary to univer- 
sity level - sex-wise, state-wise, institutdon-wise and 
by stages of instruction, Figures for teachers belonging 
to these communities and figures on demographic aspect 
like population based on Census of India 1971 are also 
available in this report. The report is an annual publica-=- 
tion of the Ministry of Human Resource Development, Govt. 
of India. While analysing the data and looking at the 
progress made the author says that inspite of the facilities 
made available to the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
for education they have still to go a long-way to come up 
to the level of other communities in the area of educational 
development. The drop out rate of the children of these 
communities at the primary stage has been mentioned as high 


as 80 percent and at the middle stage 50 percent as against

S.D. Problems of Education of the Weaker Sections of 
Society: The Weaker Sections in Baroda District 
(Gujarat State), Baroda M.S. University, 1976, Various 
Paginations, 

The study has been undertaken by CAS£ in Baroda 
district of Gujarat state to find out problems of education 
of the weaker sections of society. The term ‘Weaker 
Section’ has been used to denote those groups of people who 
are sOcially, politically and economically weak including 
scheduled castes and scheduled tribes, The study is based 
on the data collected from randomly select samples of 
schools (Primary and Secondary) and colleges, parents and 
teachers, The study deals with the socio-economic, psycho- 
logical and pedagogical aspects of the problems of education 
of the weaker sections, The focus of the study is to 
investigate the causes underlying the problem that inspite 
of the efforts made by the state to provide equal educationa 
opportunities to all people a few sections of them (the 
weaker sections) have not been able to derive full advantage 
of the @ducational facilities given to them. At the end 
of chapter on socio-economic aspects of education the author 
has concluded that the major hindrance in their education 
has been poverty and its consequence. While discussing 
the psychological aspects of the problems of education 


the author says that these aspects have been studied with 
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respect to aspirations of students and diffidence, 

rejection and self concept among them. The pedagogical 
aspects of the educational problems have also been discussed, 
The study reveals that the students have a liking for their 
school and teachers. It further reveals that parents have 

a favourable attitude towards the school and education in 
general, They seem to feel that education makes better 
eitizens, As for the need for a separate curriculum the 
study says that separate cirriculum might not help to uplift 
the condition of these people. The reasons given for this 
by the teachers are (i) the children of weaker section are 
very much below in the learning capacity compared with 
those of non-weaker section? (ii) their grasping power 

is low: (iii) they have below average intelligence: (iv) , 
thelr experiences are few and (v) their educational level 
is low due to poverty. The stuty has the conclusion that 
the children of weaker section have inherent draw backs 


which come in the way of their learning. 


17, Kamat, A.R. Education and Social Change amongst the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes. Economic and Political 
Weekly, 1981, August,1: pps1279-89, 

This paper discusses some features of social change 
associated with the advance of education amongst the 
scheduled gastes and echeduled tribes during the post-= 
independence period. The changes have been considered in 
three constituents: changes within the segment of scheduled - 


eastes and scheduled tribes: changes in the wider caste 


Hindu society: and changes in the inter-relations between 
caste Hindu society and the scheduled caste/scheduled 
tribes segment, The discussion of the inter-relation 
between the scheduled castes and caste Hindu society 
touches mainly upon the problem of untouchaébility and 

caste discrimination while in the case of scheduled tribes, 
the problem of transition from tribal isolation and back- 
wardness to assimilation into and greater interaction with 
the rest of Indian society is touched upon. The author 
feels that the struggle to bring about Social change among 
Sc /SI cannot succeed unless bridges are built between 

the poor and deprived among the SC(ST) and the rest of the 


Oppressed,

The ERIC study was undertaken by the Field Adviser, 
NCERT, Ahmedabad as an action research and field guidance 
project on "Vocational needs and interests of SC/ST students 
of Chikhli Taluka of Valsad district of Gujarat State. The 
study includes an Area Survey of Chikhli Taluka about the 
vocational and occupational facilities which have been 
listed in detail in chapter II of the report. The detail 
includes vocational and occupational facilities offered 
by different departments as well as by voluntary organisations 
and facilities offered in the inorganised sector, Hints for 
self employment opportunities have also been given. Men 
tioning about the usefulness of this information the study 
says that it is useful not only to the students of Chikhli 
but also to all the students of South Gujarat area. The 
study also provides data on vocational aspirations of SC/ST 
students. The survey reveals that 90 per cent of the 
students belong to SC/ST category. The response to girls 
education has been foun 1 to be very encouraging. About 
30 to 40 per cent students in the high school classes are 
girls, However, higher education among both the sexes 
suffers due to poverty among them. The existing vocational 
guidance facilities have been found to be meagre. The study 
further reveals that the students of the sample group aspire 


to becom2 teachers, clerks but very few of them had proper 


information about the vocational courses and job oppor- 
tunities resulting in a low level of vocational aspira- 
tions. The study suggests that a strong programme of 
vocational guidance can help them to become technicians and 
skilled workers which inturn can help in the upliftment 

of their community. Another suggestion made in Chapter VI 

is that educational planners and administrators should 

decide that a minimum percentage of school expenditure 

should be devoted to setting up of vocational and counselling 
facilities and job placement services and guidance services 


in the schools should also reduce high drop out rate. 


Mishra, Yagendra Narayan, Hducational Adaptation, Social Ambition

Educational Levels in the Rewa District of Madhya Pradesh, 
Rewa, Govt. College of Bducation, 1978, p. 352.{An BRIC,NCERT 
£ tudy ) 

The study includes scheduled caste students' popu- 
lation belonging to Basor, Chamar and Kumhar community 
only at the various educational levels in Rewa district 
of Madhya Pradesh, The various educatjonal levels include 
mostly higher secondary school stage and the collegiate 
stage, categorised as non-Collegiate and Collegiate group 
of students. Thestudy is restricted to IX-+ stage in 
their educational career and belonging to 16 to 20 years 
age group. Besides scheduled castes students the study has 
also covered non-schedul#d caste students of the same age 


group and drop outs who were once studying with scheduled 


easte students but now have dropped their study. Further 


the study has also taken into its fold teachers of schools

Naidu, Usha S, Self Image of Scheduled caste Educated Youth, 
The Indian Journal of Social Work, 42 (2) ,1981,July: 

The study undertaken examines three types of self 
images in Scheduled Caste students - self image by self, 
self image as they perceive created by in group (members 
of own caste groups), and self image as they perceive 
created by out group peers (members of caste Hindu groups). 
Thirty scheduled caste students from two colleges in Bombay 
have been taken as sample. The author has used a twenty 


item checklist for measuring the self image of the students

These items are, obedience, kindness, calmness, sociability, 


cheerfulness, friendliness, honesty, reasoning, prestige, 


dominance, mannerism, intelligence, religiousness, diligenc 
scholarship, ability to stand up for rights, appealing 
looks, efficiency, ability to get along with authority, and 
self confidence. The study has brought to light that the 
three self images of the respondents significantly differ. 
Also no significant difference has been observed in self 
images and college interaction. The study reveals that the 
image of scheduled caste students is still marked by their 
age old sOcial stigma and they are not yet out of it. The 
author has expressed the view that mere provision for 
enrolment and financial aid for higher education of sche- 
duled caste students is not enough. Colleges could be 
utilized as the media for giving opportunity to these 
students to interact with students belonging to other caste 


creeds and linguistic groups. 


BS. Naidu, Usha S. Socialisation of Scheduled Caste children 

at school, Social Change ,9(4),1979, December, pp.7-12. 
This pper is based on the observations of th& 

author and long conversations with school children belon- 
ging to scheduled castes as well as non-scheduled castes 
and the teachers of various schools in Bombay, The focus 
of the paper is on the three issues: (1) the general_ 
economic and social backwardness of the scheduled caste 
children vis-a-vis present school education; (ii) their 


psychological handicaps in coping the stresses at schools 
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from the point of view of these children themselves, the 
role of teacher student and peer relationship is highlighted 
and (iii) few suggestions are extended to the teachers to 
ameliorate the psycho-social state of scheduled caste 
children at school. The author is of the opinion that 

such a problem deserves a careful reorganisation of the 
present school education from the point of view of various 
problems of disadvantaged children, It requires certain 
structural changes in the style of school administration, 
management, curriculum and social miliu to create active 
social interaction among scheduled caste children and their 
peers and teachers at school. The programmes should focus 
on two major psycho-social aspects of these children viz., 
the control over development of the sense of failure and 
positive social interactions. Th? school system should be 
flexible to keep up their scholastic ability and growth 


according to their own pace. 


26, Nautiyal, K.C, and sharma, Y.D. Equalisation of Educational 
Opportunities for Scheduled castes and Scheduled PEAee 


New Delhi, NCIRI, 1979, p.68. 

The study report presents a statistical profile of 
the progress of education of the scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribes upto 1974-75. It reveals the population 
percentage of scheduled castes and scheduled tribes in 
the country as also their low (14 per cent) enrolment in 


various educational institutions. The authors have drawn 


attenticn towards low literacy percentage among these 
communities (14.7 per cent among the scheduled castes and 
11.3 per cent among the scheduled tribes as against 29,4 
per cent of the whole Indian population according to Census 
of India, 1971); and (ii) magnitude of number of children 
of 6-11 age group of these communities not attending schoo’ 
(60 per cent constituting about one third of the entire 
non-enrolled population of the country in this age-group ). 
Similarly it has been mentioned that the enrolment at the 
middle stage in the age group 11-14 years is 23 per cent 
for scheduled castes and 16 per cent for scheduled tribes. 
The study also reveals the rural urban differences in 
literacy rates among these communities. The authors' 
concluding statement is that "it is revealing that from 
1960-61 to 1972-73, despite a series of governmental

It not only answers/who has the maximum/ninimum problems 


in different areas, but also depicts how they struggle to 


resolve these problems and further why do seme of them 
fail to adjust in IIT and become a mainkim in the hands 

of circumstances. The study has been conducted among the 
sOcially disadvantaged B.Tech. stadents in IIT Kanpur on 
the comparative sample of both the socially advantaged and 
disadvantaged. It attempts to investigate the educational, 
physchological and social prob lems faced by the socially 
disadvantaged students covering the scheduled caste and 
scheduled tribe categories. The findings of the study 
reveal that the socially disadvantaged students have 
maximum problems in the academic area, As a result of the 
academic failures and frustration, disparity in the past 
and present achievements, lack of communication skill and 
sOcial distance they are subjected to the socially dis- 
advantaged are subjected to lot of problems on the social 
and phychological front at present. The discrimination in 
their academic, social and financial standing as well as 
educational background, past achievements, childhood happi- 


ness only act as participating agents of the multifaced 


problems they face, 


Om Parkash, Educational Attainment of Children in the Sweeper 
Community at AIIMS campus: An Exploratory Study. Indian 
Educational Reviews October,1980, 0p.97-103. 

The author has undertaken the study with two 


objectives in view (i) to investigate the total number of 


children in 50 families and causes thereof for not going 
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to school; (ii) to see the impact of scavenging on the child 
of his father's occupation. The variables taken are age, 
ses and educational standard and the different reasons put 
forward by the parents for non-schooling of their children, 
The findings of the study pertaining to parents’ educational 
level reveal that majority of the parents (fathers & 
mothers) are illiterate. ‘The study further reveals that 

in the age-group 6-10 the percentage of dropout was only 

2.9 percent, while in the age-group 11-13 it went upto 38.4 
and in the age-group 14-16 it was 46.7. It has also been 
found out that the enrolment in class I & V is equal to 

39.8 per cent of the estimated population in the age-group 
6-10 years. The author has given suggestions like parents' 
involvement in PTAs, lady teachers to play their roles in 
harrowing gap between mothers and teachers, use of family 
planning measures and making matriculation examination

Students of Cooch Behar District Yojana, 1979, May /16.,D.4 
This is a study of the college education of the 

scheduled caste students in Cooch Behar district which has 
in all six colleges for a population of 14,12,148 (Census 
of India, 1971) and 47.02 per cent scheduled caste popue 
lation in it. The study has revealed that the number of 
college going students from the scheduled caste population 
is lesser. The reason being lack of proper environment 
for these students like inspiration which they do not get. 
Further illiteracy of the parents is responsible for their 
obtaining less marks in the examination. They do not get 
admission in good colleges due to poverty. There is no ’ 
arrangement for reservation of seats for scheduled caste 


students in any college of the district. The students 


population from the seven colleges in Aurangabad town. 

The purpose of the study is to find the differences, if 
any, in respect of these variables between the scheduled 
caste and non-scheduled caste college students. The 
scheduled caste and nonescheduled caste groups have been 
compared without the control of socio-economic status as 
weit ue with the control of socio-economic status. The 
findings of the study in respect of self-concept reveal 
that the non-scheduled caste students as a total group 
tended to have higher perceived self scores than the sche- 
duled caste students. with the control of socio-economic 
status, the scheduled caste and non-schedauled caste students 
showed no significant difference in their perceived self 
scores. The scheduled caste and non-scheduled caste 
students did not show a significant difference in their 
interpersonal relationships. The non-scheduled caste 
subjects as a total group tended to have better home and 
family adjustment than did the scheduled caste subjects. 
With the control of socio-economic status, the non-sche- 
duled caste students were found to have better home and 
family adjustment than the scheduled caste students. The 
non—scheduled caste students showed better educational 
adjustment than the scheduled caste students. With the 
control of socio-economic status the non-scheduled caste 
students were found to have better educational adjustment 
than the scheduled caste students. The non-scheduled caste 


students as a total group tended to have higher I.Q. than

Students in Karnataka. Journal of Higher Educationy

In this paper an analysis of the socio-economic 
profile of the college students belonging to the scheduled 
castes in the state of Karnataka is attempted. The data 
has been drawn from the research project = a nationwide 
sample survey on the educational problems of scheduled 
caste and scheduled tribe students - sponsored by the 
ICSSR, New pelhi and undertaken by the Post-Graduate 
Department of Sociology, University of Mysore for college 
students in Karnataka. The paper is concerned more with 
an analysis of educational privileges provided to scheduled 
castes. According to the conclusion drawn by the author, 
the scheduled caste college students ara typical of tha 
colle-e students in the state so far as their demographic 
background is concerned. The scheduled caste students 
cannot expect much help or encouragement from their parents 
or siblings. Little change hasoaeurred in their economic 
condition and occupational patterns so far. But for the 
reservation of seats, scholarships and other educational 


facilities, which are though inadequate, the scheduled 


caste students would not have been able to continue their 
studies. They have still a long way to go to attain the 


desired educational progress.

The study has been conducted in the slums in Bangalore 
city in Karnataka state, The objectives of the study 4re 
(a) to study the social, economic and demographic charac- 
teristics of families who send children to school and who 
allow them to grop-out. The main characteristics considered 
are education, occupation and income of parents, caste and 
religion, education of other members in the family, size 
of the family and spacing of children and health status

The study has revealed that 
drop-out rate of the children at the I standarg stage is 
the highest and it steadily decreases ever, year there- 
after. It is also revealed that 98.20 per cent of regular 
children and 98.80 per cent of drop-outs stay with their 
parents, The study also brings to light the fact that lower 
the level of education of the parents higher is the drop 
out rate. The study has made other observations relating 
education of children of slum areas with parents’ occu- 
pation, parents’ income, type and size of farrly and house-= 
hold duties, engagement in paid jobs and income from the 
jobs. It also throws light on utilisation of special 
educational facilities like the pre-matric scholarship

The study has been conducted to explore the socio 
economic changes taking place in the Chamar community 
residing in the city of Varanasi. The study covers -three 
different strata of the Chamars i.e. (i) the students, 

(2) traditionally employed and (3) government employed 
Chamars. The objectives of the study are (i) to explore 
the socio-economic condition, family organisation and 
economic status of the Chamars, (2) to find out the socio- 
economic conditions of the Chamars engaged in traditional 
occupations and to compare it with the Chamars in modern 
occupations, (3) to find out the extent of educational 
and economic benefits enjoyed by the Chamar community 
(4) to explore the educational and economic mobility 
occurring in the Chamar community as revealed through 
their actual achievement as also through their mobility 


orientation and level of aspirations, (5) to understand 


the attitude of the Chamars towards the policies, progra- 
mmes and the manner of implementation of the government 
welfare measures for scheduled castes. The study has 
revealed that families of employed Chamars have attained 

a better economic status; the students although they 

belong to a low or very low socio-economic stratum enjoy 

a middle or upper middle class status, and the Chamars 
sticking to traditional occupations have unsatisfactory 
economic status. The Study also exposes the fact that 
education acts as a binding force and minimises the Gaste 
prejudices and stereotypes to a certain extent; among the 
employed Harijans there is a growing feeling of self 
assertion and individual achievement and rising to a higher 
status ladder; the Chamars still acquiring traditional 
occupations have accepted that formal education could chang 
their socio-economic status through the education of their 
children. They have now developed a positive attitude 
towards eduction and have started aspiring to educate the 
children, The students and employed Chamars have become 
more responsive towards government schemes and welfare 


measures, 


35. Singh, R.P. Educational back :ardness of scheduled caste students 
and need oriented plan for their development, Patna, Patna . 
University (ERIC, NCERI), 1982, P. 257. (An ERIC, NCERT 
&tudy) 


The study has been undertaken in the three blocks 


namely Dhanarua, Vikram and Patna Sadar in Patna district. 
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The scheduled castes covered under the study are: Chamar, 
Musahar Dom, Dusadh, Pasi, Mehtar, Dhobi, Nat and kunjar. 
The heads of household have been interviewed for the 
primary, middle and secondary stages of education and 
students/teachers for the tertiary stage of education. 
The study has revealed that lower the level of education 
larger the number or percentage of nuclear families. It 
further reveals that despite various attempts made by the 
state governments to provide plots for housing and ready 
made flats to the families of the scheduled castes only 
52 percent of them at the lower level of education have 
been able to have their own houses. The scheduled castes 
maintain social distance even within the system which may 
be attributed to the traditionalism and can be won over 
only by proper education and madernisation, However, at 
the higher level there is practically no social distance 
in the educational institutions although social distance 
prevails in their houses in respect of taking food and 
living together, Based on these observations the author 
says that there exists a social gap between scheduled and 
non-scheduled castes and as such enough remains to be done 
in this regard. Another observation is that the respondents 
at both the higher and lower levels of education do not 
want to depart from the caste ties, Regarding intake of 
intoxicants the study Suggests to make efforts to bring 


social awareness against the evils of intoxication through 
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various non-formal agencies of education. Keeping in view 
their educational backwardness a survey of their social 
needs, agricultural needs, economic needs, industrial needs, 
political needs and educational needs has been done and 


suggestions for their over all upliftment have been made. 


Singh, RR. Adjustment problem of the schedulea caste and 
scheduled tribe students in residential schools of 
Rajasthan: a research project. Udaipur, Vidya Bhawan, 
G.S. Teachers College, 1981, pp.208 (An BRIC, NCERT Study) 
The study has been conducted among the scholarship 
holders belonging to the scheduled castes, and scheduled 
tribes and other backward class students in six residential 
school of Rajasthan situated at Udaipur, Chittorgarh, 
Bikaner, Nivai (Tonk) and Jaipur. The objective of the 
study are to find out their-i) academic progress, academic 
consistency, academic deterioration and fluctuation 
(ii) development of well adjusted personality in school, 
family and society, (iii) condition of award of scholarships 
selection procedure, number of scholarships being given 
during the session and the amount of money spent on them, 
and socio-20aonomic background of the families of scheduled 
caste and scheduled tribe students in residential schools 
of Rajasthan. The main findings of the study are (i) the 
academic consistency among the scheduled aaste and sche-

This study has been undertaken to investigate 


whether (i) insecure persons, irrespective of their caste 
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affiliation, will be more prejudiced than those who feel 
themselves to be more securer (ii) whether or not different 
eastes in Bihar particularly, Kayastha, Kurmi, Brahmin, 
Bhumihar, Yadav and Rajput would differ in terms of their 
perception of caste distance. The findings of the study 
indicate that insecure persorgsare more caste minded. 
Regarding perception of caste distance the study has 
revealed that in order of preference Kayasthas dislike 
Kurmis most and they feel themselves nearer to Brahmins. 

So far as liking of Kurmis is concerned they dislike Yadavag 
and in preference order they have least disliking for 
Rajputs. Bhumihars dislike Kurmis most and relatively they 
are nearest to Brahmins, Yadavas feel themselves more 3 
distant to Bhumihars and nearer to Kayasthas. Rajputs also 
keep themselves at a distance from Kurmis but they also 
feel nearer to Brahmins. Thus, the study conducted in Gaya 
College, Gaya shows that the students of six castes of the 
cOllege namely Kayastha, Kurmi, Brahmin, Bhumihar, Yadav 
and Rajput differed significantly in terms of their per- 


ception in caste distance. 


Sudame, G.R. And Thiagarajan, Social Distance Among Scheduled 
Caste Students- A Case Study. The Indian Journal of

The present investigation is an attempt to study 
the social distance of the scheduled castes towards other 


caste groups - and within their sub-castes, The authors 


have administered a modified form of Bogardus Social Distance 


Seale by Kuppuswamy to 104 randomly selected first degree 
learning scheduled caste students from six general colleges 
in the city of Tirnelveli. Seven well known castes of 
Tamil Nadu and seven sub-castes of scheduled castes have 
been included to study social distance as expressed by the 
respondents, The main findings of the study are (4) The 
respondents exhibit closer proximity with their own caste 
groups; (ii) The Maravas are the most excluded caste grvup; 
(iii) Religious affinity predominates over the caste 
affinity: (iv) within the scheduled castes the respondents 
would like to have closer proximity with adi Dravida and 
Valuvan who are socially and educationally advanced sub- 


castes.

A clear ~icture of the situation of 
educational deve lopment of the scheduled castes during the 
pre and post Independence period has been given which 
includes neglect cf the educatirn of these communities by 
the then British Government of India and the positive 
discriminatory measures taken by the Indian Government. 


A mention about special Articles 45 and 46 fer these 


communities in the Indian Constitution has been made, 

” The author has said that there is a gradual rise in 
literacy percentage amonn the scheduled castes although 
it is negligible among thm females of these communities 
Since 1961 onwards, The increase in the enrolment of 
scheduled caste children has been more rapid than among 
the general populaticn since 1961. at the same time he 
has also mentioned that in spite of the higher percentage 
increase in the enrolment during 1961-76 they are still 
lagging hehind, He has laid emphasis on training and 
orientation of teachers for their attitudinal change 
towards the educaticn of scheduled caste children. He has 
mentioned about the need of teachers from among the sche~ 
duled castes in the educational institutions.

The report has been brought out with a 
view to fulfil the Constitutional obligation that the 
provision of reservation for gcheduled castes and scheduled 
tribes as embodied in the Constitution of India and the 
policy of Government of India framed in this regard from 
time to time for the upliftment of these communities is 
followed in the field of higher education also, The 
objective is to bring to the notice of the universities and 
the ¢vlleges, the guidelines of the Government of India 
regarding reservation for scheduled Castes and scheduled 
tripe candidates in the matter of admissions to various 
courses of study and appointments to teaching and non- 
teaching posts in yniversities and colleges, The University 
Grants Commission has drawn the attention of these insti- 
tutions towards the guidelines of the government that 22,5 
per cent of the seats (15 per cent for scheduled castes and 75 
per cent for scheduled tribes) be reserved in the matter 
of admissions. The VJommission has further advised these 
institutions that a conczssion of five marks be given to 


these communities in respect of the minimum percentage 


of the marks prescribed for admission to various courses. 
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The universities have also been advised to set up cells 
for effective implementation of reservation orders in 
favour of scheduled castes and scheduled tribes, The 
report has also revealed the position of enrolment and 
admission at the undergraduate and post-graduate levels 
and the position of teaching and non-teaching staff belon~ 
ging to these communities. A number of observations made 


and conclusions drawn have been given in the report.

discrimination have also been discussed. The author has 


mentioned that positive discrimination in most constitutions 
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of the modern world contain statements to the effect 

that there shall be no discrimination based on race, 

colour, religion etc. These ccnstitutions have additional 
provisions regarding the states responsibility to promote 
the general welfare of the people, He has also highlighted 
that India is the only country where government employment 
quotas and educational benefits have been established in 
order to help speed the social and economic elevation of 
specific groups from the lowest level of country's popula- 
tion, The legal provisions in the Constitution of India 

for the scheduled castes have also been discussed. Likewise 
reservations in employment for the scheduled castes, their 
entitlement to spé@cial scholarships and maintenance grants 
for pursuing studies and certain places set aside for them 
in theacademic competition for admission have been mentioned 
as measures for positive discrimination for the scheduled 


castes. 
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
